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Excerpts  from  a  statement  by  the  Committee  of  Directors,  Pacifica  Founda- 
tion, filed  with  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  on  July  19,  1954. 

The  Federal  Communications  Commission  proposed  on  June  10th  to  make 
ineligible  to  hold  a  commercial  radio  operator's  license  any  person  who  is  a 
member  of  the  Communist  party,  a  Communist  front  organization  (as  required 
to  register  under  the  Internal  Security  Act  of  1950)  or  any  organization  which 
advocates  the  overthrow  of  the  Government  by  force  or  violence.  Further,  the 
Commission  proposes  to  include  as  a  factor  in  the  determination  of  "good  moral 
character"  of  an  applicant  for  an  operator's  license,  the  question  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  applicant  has  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  party,  a  Communist- 
front  organization,  or  an  organization  advocating  the  overthrow  of  the  govern- 
ment by  force  or  violence. 

We  reject  the  proposal  of  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  as  an 
encroachment  of  the  Federal  Government  on  the  freedom  of  the  individual  and 
on  the  freedom  of  the  press.  Should  political  opinion  be  established  as  a  quali- 
fication for  broadcasting,  program  policy  as  well  as  technical  operation  could 
be  involved;  political  beliefs  other  than  communism  could  serve  as  a  basis  for 
disqualification.  The  vast  majority  of  radio  stations  throughout  the  country 
have  personnel  with  operating  licenses  who  also  serve  other  broadcasting  tasks; 
at  KPFA  and  KPFB,  most  of  the  staff  is  at  present  licensed.  Furthermore,  if  the 
Commission  claims  the  power  to  exclude  operators  by  political  test,  then  it 
could  also  claim  the  power  to  exclude  from  the  air  broadcasters,  guests,  inter- 
viewees, etc.,  thus  taking  upon  itself  a  censorship  role.  A  fundamental  part  of

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KPFA's  programming  is  the  presentation  of  a  wide  range  of  views  on  social,  re- 
ligious, and  political  questions.  In  political  discussions,  the  station  not  only 
presents  a  range  of  Republican  and  Democratic  views,  but  also  the  views  of 
anarchists,  socialists,  communists,  as  well  as  viewpoints  of  the  far  right.  Under 
the  proposed  ruling,  with  its  logical  extensions,  whether  this  service  could  be 
continued  is  in  question.  With  considerations  like  these  in  mind,  the  proposals 
of  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  seem  to  go  beyond  reasonable 
regulatory  power;  by  extension,  the  Commission  could  claim  the  statutory 
authority  to  exert  a  political  censorship  of  the  air. 

Political  threats  to  American  freedom  have  in  the  course  of  history  emerged, 
and  have  receded,  one  after  another.  But  any  substance  of  freedom  lost  in  these 
struggles  has  not  easily  been  regained.  The  First  Amendment  of  the  Constitution 
holds  that  Congress  shall  pass  no  law  that  abridges  freedom  of  speech  and  the 
press.  Radio  communication,  as  one  of  the  chief  mass  media  of  communication, 
bears  the  responsibility  to  uphold  the  time-honored  and  time-tested  foundations 
of  freedom  possible  in  a  democratic  republic.  The  introduction  of  either  re- 
ligious or  political  tests  as  necessary  qualification  requirements  violates  the 
basic  tenets  of  free  expression.  Pacifica  Foundation,  and  Radio  Stations  KPFA 
and  KPFB  are  dedicated  to  those  fundamental  freedoms  and  will  not  acquiesce 
in  their  violation.

Robert  Erickson,  recently  of  the  music  faculty  of  San  Francisco  State  College,  and  author  of 
the  forthcoming  "The  Structure  of  Music— A  Listener's  Guide"  takes  over  as  KPFA's  Music 
Director.  We  wish  them  both  luck,  and  hope  that  neither  will  need  more  than  the  usual  amount.
